In every Instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an Interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office acfion as specified In §§ 1 . 1 1 1 , 1 . 1 35. (35 U. S.C. 1 32)

All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted In writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

In a personal interview, a duplicate of the Form is given to the applicant (or attorney or agent) at the 
conclusion of the interview. In the case of a telephone or video-conference interview, the copy is mailed to the applicant's correspondence address 
either with or pnor to the next official communication. If additional correspondence from the examiner is not likely before an allowance or if other 
circumstances dictate, the Form should be mailed promptly after the interview rather than with the next official communication. 

The Form provides for recordation of the following Information: 

- Application Number (Series Code and Serial Number) 

- Name of applicant 

- Name of examiner 

- Date of interview 

- Type of interview (telephonic, video-conference, or personal) 

- Name of participant(s) (applicant, attorney or agent, examiner, other PTO personnel, etc.) 

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action)

1 ) A brief description of the nature of any exhibit shown or any demonstration conducted, 

2) an identification of the claims discussed, 

3) an Identification of the specific prior art discussed, 

4) an Identification of the principal proposed amendments of a substantive nature discussed, unless these are already described on the 
Interview Summary Form completed by the Examine^ 

5) a brief identification of the general thrust of the principal arguments presented to the examiner, 

(The identification of arguments need not be lengthy or elaborate. A verbatim or highly detailed description of the arguments Is not 
required. The identification of the arguments is sufficient if the general nature or thrust of the principal arguments made to the 
examiner can be understood in the context of the application file. Of course, the applicant may desire to emphasize and fully 
describe those arguments which he or she feels were or might be persuasive to the examiner.)

If the claims are allowable for other reasons of record, the examiner should send a letter setting forth the examiner's version of the 
statement attributed to him or her. If the record is complete.and accurate, the examiner should place the indication, "Interview Record OK" on the 
paper recording the substance of the interview along with the date and the examiner's initials.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr Urian called to request a formal interview on the case, which was 
set up for the next day, Wednesday. Although the case is after final, examiner noted that Mr. Urian has been 
extrememly helpful and professional in prosecuting the case - identifying which figures read on claim sets, responding 
promptly and fully to examiner's concerns, and clearly working toward a speedy prosecution of the case. THus 
examiner agreed that if allowable subject matter could be agreed to, she would consider it after final and do an 
examiner's amendment to place the case in condition for allowance. 

Per the attached examiner's amendment, claims 85 and 104 were amended to read over Tanaka. While applicant had 
disclosed the elongate segments substantially parallel prior to passing through said framing members , examiner noted 
that this was intended use, and that at some time prior to passing through said framing members, Tanaka was capable 
of meeting the limitation. However, Mr. Urian correctly noted that Tanaka's Fig 3a, corresponding to applicant's 
relaxed state, was not the relaxed state of Tanaka - Fig 1 non-phantom lines is the unstressed/relaxed state and it was 
agreed that the attached examiner's amendment reflected the pending invention and read over Tanaka. Minor 
changes were agreed to to overcome claim objections to clarity, which exmainer notes could be understood in scope, 
but shoud be clarified so a quick reading of the claims would not be confusing .
